~The sentimental interest in the cabinet cen- 
ters about Robert Lincoln; whose inherited hold 
upon public affection is heightened by the fact 
thatheisanew man One of his intimates told 
me that he was a systematic, direct, reliable 
young man, without any of the special gleams of 
humor or genius that lit up the character of his 
father. Without being bright or forcible, he s 
accounted safe and sensible, and while pretty 
sure to creditab.y fill any position in which he is 
placed, has none of the comet-like power of rising 
above his sphere or ocaasion. 

The sons of presidents are not generally bright, 
and the live of examples gives little to hope for 
in Mr. Lincoln. The sons of Grant are wanly 
good-humored fellows with little tact or force— 
although ‘‘Buck,’’ a beefish, slow motioned 
young person, is said to have a turn for business 
Hayes's sons are awkward youngters, Webb being 
vague but pertish and fond of making wild jokes 
at which his mother is good enough to smiie—it 
not belug considered intemperate to enjoy Webb's 
jokes. The son of Andrew Johnson | reniember 
asa journadjst of not much foree or brilliancy. 
Thesons of Tyler did not accomplish much, 
Robert being a heavy and rigid, though acon- 
scientious editer. The living exceptions to this 
rule are Senator Ben Harrison, of Indiana, who' 
is one of the brightest and most accomplished of 
our public men, though sprung from one of the 
least able of our presidents, and Charles Francis 
Adams, who furnishes, with the Beyards, the 
American parallel to the lofty and gifted strains 
of Pittand Stanley in England. The only bril- 
liant exception among the dead sons of presi- 
dents was “Pierce John’ Van Buren, the leader 
of the coterie in which young Tilden trained—a 
strong and majestic man, buried under the ex- 
cessive ambition and the sinister methods of his 
father. We hope for the best from young Mr. 
Lincoln, but there is little in the past or present 
to justify the belief that American genius can be 
transmitted through inheritance with even as 
much sratety as American fortunes—which are 
said to average ove geseration and a half.

field’s habitsin the white house are regular. 
and most exemplary. He is up at 7 
o'clock, and before any of his family except 
his venerable mother, who is an hour ahead 
ofhim. The family breakfast at eight, but 
before that time the president finds time tu 
glance at the papers. He reads all of the 
Cincinnati papers. After breakfast, which is 
over by half past eight, the president goe- 
into his office and gives directions touchin; 
such mail matter as requires his persona) 
attention. He spends probabiy an how 
dictating personal letters to his stenogra 
pher. Then he joins his family, ba: 
a chat with them for a few 
minutes, and is ready to greet th 
owling mob who are barking their shins 
on the outside. At two o'clock the presi- 
dent usually denies further interviews to 
the office-seekers and at half past two takes 
bis lunch with thefamily. Between three 
and four o'clock he reads the New York 
dailies Usually between four and five some 
mem bers of the cabinet will drop in. Blaine 
calls every day. Atsix o'clock the presi 
dent dines and spends the evening with hi: 
family, entertaining such personal friends 
as call. There are no Sunday night sing- 
ing classes at the white house now. The 
president is a great lover of children. 
enjoys their company, and loves to romp 
wiih them. His oldest daughter, Mollie, is 
of that age when her lessous and her educa- 
lionel advancement require much atten 
tion. Her father taxes a deep personal in- 
terest fn her welfare. 
So far Mrs. Garfield has made a splendid 
mistress of the white house Of course 
everything is new to her, but she has the 
assistance of Mrs, Blaine, whose acquain 
lance is far reaching, and who has ao agree 
able way of making people feel at home 
fhe society people in this city who have 
met Mrs. Garfield are we ol with her 
She bas such a sincere, pleasing way tha 
she makes an impression.

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| LYING IN STATE 


THE SLAIN CZAR OF ALL THE RUSSIAS. 


The Life aud Services of the Dead Monarch— 
The Obaracter and Policy of His 
Suoceseor-The Preparations for 
the Royal Funeral, Ete. 


New York, March 15.—A cable special 
from St. Petersburg, says: The belis of the 
city are tolling, and there are every where 
to be seen manifestations of mourning on 
account of the assassination ef the czar. 
Public buildings, stores and residences are 
draped in black. The offices of the legations, 
the government departments, stores and 
places of business generally are closed. 
fhroogs of people are in the streets dis- 
cussing the terrible crime, which has 
shocked the whole country. The arrange- 
ments for the funeral of the murdered em. 
peror will be made on the most extensive 
scale befitting the high rank of the de- 
ceased ruler. It is the prevailing opinion 
here that the new czar of Russia will find 
serious obstacles: confronting him at the 
outset of his reign. Rumors of nibilist plots 
are rife, and fears of outbreaks and further 
assassinations are entertained. 

The civil officials and court dignitaries 
met to-day at the winter palace, to take the 
oath of allegiance to the new emperor. 
When ali had assembled, the emperor 
and empress and the imperial family 
entered from the cabinet where the dead 
czar lay. In passing through St. George 
ball on the way to the chapel, the emperor 
stopped before the guard of honor and said 
withemotion: ‘I should not like my son to 
enter the throne under such circumstances 
as the present.’’ The czar was warned 
against attending the parade Sunday. 

A few days ago a resolution was taken by 
the Russian nobles to petition the czar. 
Their petition has since been forwarded to 
its destination. It begins by recalling the 


} fact that in 1864 his majesty issued two 
' decrees which guaranteed individual liberty 


io every Russian subject, and then pointed 
that during the late critical events, proceed- 
ings were taken against everybody who was 
in the smallest degree regarded with sus- 
picion. Parties suspected were transported 
to Siberia and other remote parts of the 
empire without trial of any kind, and this 
action did not prevent the distribution of 
revolutionary publications, murders of 
influential persons, nor attempts against the 
ezar’s life. The petitioners consequently 
entreat the czar only to discharge the sus- 
pension of the law by virtue of a special 
imperial decree. The petition has been 
very cooley received atthe head quarters 
where the nobles were charged with exceed- 
ing their prerogatives by thus addressing 
themselves directly to the crown. 

A telegram from the KRassian frontier 
states that the police, on Saturday night, 
made several domiciliary visits in search of 
4 political criminal, The police had an 
intimation of the conspiracy against the life 
of the czar. 

St. PerersspurG, March 15 —The Grand 
Duke Viadimir was yesterday appointed to 
he command of the imperial guard and of 
ihe military district of St. Petersburg. The 
remains of the emperor will be removed at 
8 o'clock this evening, from the. cabinet 
sdjoining the reception hall to the chapei 
vf the palace. Ali the members of the im 

perial family and the high dignitaries and 
flicials wil] be present. The body is, 
in accordance with the wishes 
f the deceased, clad in the uniform of the 
Preobraschenhki regiment. A requiem 
was chanted at 9oclock last evening. At 
midnight the doctors made an autopsy, 
whieh proved that ali the internal 
organs were in a normal condition, thereby 
refuting the recent current report respect- 
ing the health of the emperor. The body 
has beer embaimed. 

Lonpon, March 15 —The Paris eorrespon- 
lent of the Times says the new emperor of 
Kussia is almost entirely ignorant of the 
iffairs of state. He will probably speedily 
set aside his father’s advisers. Privy Coun- 
cillor Pobedonossew would bring with him 

dlas and narrowness, such as would not 
tllay internal or foreign disquietudes, As 
to the domestic policy neither 

the czars personal capacity nor his 

triends and advisers, nor the circum- 

stances of his accession warrant the expec- 
ation of the inauguration of more concilia- 
tory or liberal course.

A Vienna dispatch to the Daily Telegraph 
says the Princess Dolgorouki, the morgau- 

istic wife of the late czar, has left St. Peters 

burg and will not return. 

St. PeterspurG, March 15.—The remains 
if the czar will le in state in the chapel of 
he palace for fifteen days. Prayers will be 
said there nightly. A special supplement 
if the Official Gazette contains a statement 
‘(rom the minister of the interior that one 
f the chief organizers of the attack on 
he czar, who was arrested on March 11th. 
confessed his complicity in planniog the 
attack, and denouuced Roussakoff in person 

Roussakoff on being shown the corpse of the 
dividual who evidently threw the second 
Somb, and who was mortally wounded, 
cognized his accomplice. The house 
from which Roussakoff obtained the 
bombs has been discovered. As soon 
as the police appeared the male occupant of 
the house shot himself, but a woman living 
vith him was arrested. The police found 
there numbers of grenades, and a procia 

uation stating that the assassination had 
peen accomplished by two persons. This 
morning a yung man entered the house 
ind was immediately arrested, but not un- 
til he had fired a revolver six times, wound- 
ag taree policemen. 


The Late Czar’s Life. 
Alexander I1., emperor of Russia, who 
succeeded on the death of his father, 
Nicholas I., March 2, 1855, was born April 
29,1818, in the reign of his uncle, Alex- 
ander I., and was consequently in his 
sixty-third year. He was carefully educat- 
ed by his father, who professed himself 
iclighted with the manifestations of the 
rue Russian spiritin bis son. At sixteen 
he was deciared of age, invested wich a 
number of military titles, and subjected to 
ry daily life of maneuvering, 
reviewing and military parade, 
which «wt last seriously impaired his 
nealth, He then traveled through Ger 
nany to recruit his energies, e next 
vigorously applied himself to his duties 
as chancellor of the university of Fin- 
and. He founded a chair of the Finnish 
anguage on literature, and promoted a 
oumber of scientific schemes undertaken 
y Finnish savans, and succeeded in win- 
ning the sympathies of the Finnish peo- 
ple and weakening tkeir love of iude- 
pendence. In 1850 he traveled through 
wuthern Russia, and is said to have wit- 
nessed with regret his father’s attitude to. 
ward Europe, and to have altogether disap- 
proved of the Crimean war. Oo his ac- 
ession to the throne, March 2, 1855, he 
iwoupd herself in a very critical position. 
tie had two parties to conciliate at home— 
he old Muscovite, biindly zealous for war, 
roog partisans of his more warlike broth- 
er, the Grand Duke UConstantine, and the 
more peaceable and intelligent portion of 
ae nauod, who possessed his personal sym- 
pathies. He pursued a course calculated 
« encourage both; spoke of adhering to the 
policy of his ancestors, and ned the 
treaty of peace as soon as could 
do so with honor and dignity. 
Since then he has purged the internal ad- 
ministration of its impurities, rebuked and 
punished corruption, and given honorable 
recognition to public iastruction, free from 
military discipline, and under his own 
supervision. His moderation has even 
stimulated the hopes of the Poles By a 
ukase of the 25;h of May, 1865, he granted 
to all repentant Polish exiles permission to 
return home, but though desirous of pre- 
serving the nationality of Poland he would 
not assent to

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SENATOR EATON AND 


HIS PARTY. 


He Biuntly Remarks That They Acted 
Like Asses—The Tariff Issue. 
New York Tribune. 
Ex Senator Eaton, of Connecticut, was in 
the city Tuesday, on his way home from 
Washington. Mr. Eaton has always been 


noted for his plain, blunt way of talking 

about politics and politicians, and has take:. 

a prominent position in his party in the 
senate daring the term of office which has 
just been ended. As considerable interest 

has been shown in conversations recently 

published with ex-Governor Horatio Sey- | 
mour, ex Governor Lucius. Robinson and 
ex-Governor Gilbert C. Walker, in regard to 
the present condition and prospects of the 

democratic party, a Tribune reporter 

thought it would be interesting w get a 

talk with ex-Senator Eaton on these topics. 

rhe interview was as follows: 

“In what condition, Mr. Eaton, is the 
democratic party at present?” asked the re- 
porter. 

“Of course after a presidential defeat 
everything is at sixes and sevens,’ replied 
Mr. Eaton, “The camp followers, those who 
go with the party which has the best pros- 
pect for success, are not heard of. But the 
party is not dead. You cannot kill a party 
that has the principles of democracy and 
the majority in the popular vote.” 

‘Then do you predict a great future for the 
party?” 

“Not for the party, but for its principles. 
Weare still a republic So long as we are, 
the democratic party will live, whether it 
comes before the country under the name 
of union, republican, or what.’ 

“What do you hold was the cause of the 
defeat in the presidential cam paiga ?” 

“There were two great causes. In New 
York state the Tilden Kelly fight lost us 
thirty-five votes. As to where the fault was, 
why it was on both sides. Each was as 
much to blame as the other. In Connecti 
cut the trouble was that the manufacturers 
bad the feeling—a false one, in my judg- 
ment—that Geoeral Hancock’s business ex- 
perience was not such asa president of the 
United Statesshould have. Then his letter 
on the tariff was a very great mistake. As 
the fribune charged at the time, he did not 
seem to be qite sure of his own ideas 
on the tarff question, And _ then 
our folks dia act 80 like 
asses! The absurdity of inserting a plank 
in the platform, ‘Tariff for revenue only.’ 
Why, that does not mean auything. Of 
course there must be a tariff. There must 
be $300,000,000 raised annually, and what 
in the world they ever wanted such a thivg 
as that in for I could never understand. 1) 
the cemccrats had defined clearly what 
their ideas were regarding the tariff, we 
should have swept this country in spite of 
everything.” 

“What, in your opinion, will be the issue 
in 1884?” 

“Unquestionably, one of the issues, if 
not the issue, uniess something unusual 
happens between this and then, will bethe 
tariff. Five-sevenths of our industries are 
able to go alone—cottons, cutlery, sewing 
machines and all such things as are being 
made in quantity and excellent 
quality.

Wasutneroy, March 15 —The democratic

The sentiment of the caucus 
to-day was averse to establishing the dan- 
gerous precedent of pairing democratic 
senators with the expected incoming 
republican senaturs from Maine and Min- © 
nesota. Chairmanships of three commit- 
tees, viz: Private land claims, revolu- 
tionary claims and engrossed bills, which 
are usually given to the minority will, it 
1s understood, be assigned by the democrats 
to Bayard, Johnston and Davis of Wést 
Virginia. 

The repubican senators im cancus to-day 
completed their committee list with the 
exception of the usual vacancies for mi- 
nority ntation, which are left to be 
filled by the democrats The ¢hairmanshi 
as perfected today places Kel at the 
head of the committee on pe ; Ma- 
hone remains on the list as chairman of the 
committee on agricuiture, and is also 
assigned to the naval affairs and post-office 
committees, 


The era of good feeling bas come. Yes- 
terday Conkling, Arthur, Logan, Cameron, 
Beck, Thurman, Lamar, Morton, and Ben. 
Hill all calledat the white house, and had 
pleasant interviews with the president. 
Some of these gentlemen had not previous- 
ty allowed their statesmanlike s to 

ken the doors of the executive mansion 
in two or three years Ex-Senator Thur- 
man and the president had quite an ex- 
tended interview. Thurman feels very 
kindly toward Garfield, and their friendship 
is mutual, Senator Conkling also had quite 
an interview with the president, and the 
first he was treated himself to since the 
incoming administration took pampeden. 
Under the Hayes dispensation the senator 
never went into the white house, ow to 
a misunderstanding about the ew 
York appointments. Saturday, the presi- 
dent attempted to see all who came. He held 
-asmall levee, aud gave all who were in 
waiting up stairs the opportunity of shaking 
him by the hand. Early in the : Fra the flow 
from below had stop on account of the 
limited space abcve. ~Many who came on 
— business, requiring at least half 
an hour, were compelled to go away after 
simply shaking his hand. To have granted 
an interview to all the callers yesterday, or 
any day during the week, would have been 
impossible. Among other callers was a 
delegation of colored men frem North 
Carolina. They did not seem to 
have a very clear idea of what they 
wanted. A delegation of Virginia 
republicans also cailed. They opposed 
any sort of alliance with Mahone and his 
semi-repudiators. They held that the re- 
publican party should not join hands with 
ahone, even to secure the senate officers 
and chairmanship of the senate commit- 
tees. Itis known that President Garfield 
takes much the same view. Others say 
that, with complete control of the legisla- 
tive branches of the government in sight. 
it will not do to be too particular. 

Speaking of the white house under 
President Garfield, the Star says: ‘It is no- 
ticed that many republican and democrat- 
ic senators who were not seen at the white 
house before the 4th of the present month 
are now frequent callers.”’ 

The president has signed the commission 
of Woodson H. Kennon as postmaster at 
Columbus, Mississippi. 


THE SENATE, 


When the senate met at twelve o'clock 
to-day the desk of Senator Mahone was dec- 
orated with a bandsome basket of flowers. 

The vice-president gave notice to the oc- 
cupants of the galleries that any manifes- 
tations of approval or dtsapproval, such as 
had been made yesterday, were in violation 
of the rules of and an insult to the senate, 
and that ifthey were repeated to-day, he 
would order the galleries cleared. He also 
trusted that those persons who were enti- 
tled to the privileges of the floor would 
not in any way contribute to disorder. 

Mr. Voorhees called up the resolution 
offered by him yesterday, calling on the 
attorney general for information as to the 
names of the deputy United States marshals 
appointed in the state of Indiana, to attend 
the polls at the election beld in that 
state in October last, together with 
the respective localities where such mar- 
shals were placed, and also the names of 
such eral marshals as were appointed in 
regard to such election. 

n motion of Mr. Edmunds the amend- 
ment was adopted ca)ling for any informa- 
tion in the possession ol the attorney general 
bearing upon the necessity for the employ- 
ment of such marshals. 

The resolution as amended was agreéd to. 

Mr. Pendleton then called up his reor- 
ganization resolution when Mr. Cameron, 
of Pennsylvania, interposed a motion to 
adjourn. Lost, yeas, 34; nays, 36. Mr. 
Davis, of Illinois, voting with the 
democrats, Mr. Mahoae with the republi- 
cans. 

Mr. Cameron, cf Pennsylvania, followed 
up witha motion to proceed to the consid- 
eration of executive business. Lost. 
Yeas 34, nays 37. 

Mr. Ransom oftered a resolution directing 
the committeeon commerce to inquire into 
the condition of the Potomac river in 
front of Washington city, the navigability 
of said river, the effect of bridges across the 
seme upon navigation, and the healta of 
the city, and to report at the next session 
of the senate what step ought to be taken 
in regard thereto. 

Laid on the table for future action. 

Mr. Pendleton moved to adjourn. ‘It 
was evident,”’ he said, ‘that no vote couid 
be reached on the | spoage.

Suspecting 
poison, Mr. Hausee drank copiously of hot 
water, saltand mustard. Dr. Quinian, who 
was called, said that Hausee’s action in 
taking the emetic probably sayed his life.

Amona Representative Hammond’s 
work in the past congress stands the new 
trademark law, which was almost wholly 
hisown. He fotind the whole matter in 
great confusion, there really being no 
protection for certain classes of trade- 
marks.although someof them are ofgreat 
value. The new law differs from the act 
of 1870 on the subject, in that it author- 
izes the registration of trademarks only 
‘by persons who’are owners of trademarks 
which are used ia commerce with foreign 
countries or with the Indian tribes, and 
who are domitiled inthe United States 
or in a foreign country which, by treaty, 
convention or law, permits citizens of the 
U nited to register trademarks. 
The new act seems to have been drawn 
in substantial acknowledgment of the 
propriety of the decision of the supreme 
court, which held that congress had no 
right to regulate even the registration of 
trademarks of the United 
States who were dealing only within this

country. Owners 
are chiefly or. entirely used on merchan- 
dise of home consumption are, as hereto- 
fore, protected by common law, . while 
the registration act merely authorizes 
the registration of trademarks that relate 
to mercltandise used in foreign com- 
merce. The thirteenth section provides 
that citizens of this country who wish to 
register their trademarksin foreign coun- 
tries which may reqnire as a condition 
. precedent the registration of their trade- 
mark in this country may -first register 
their trademarks here. 
A Letter from Mr Edward Atkinson, 
We print elsewhere a letter from Mr. 
Kdward Atkinson to the chairman of the 
executive committee of the International 
cotton exhibition. Like everything that 
Mr. Atkinson writes, the letter is worthy 
of serious attention. He suggests, in 
connection with the cotton exposition 
that an auxiliary exhibition be held 
which would add greatly to the interest 
of the occasion. So ‘far as the cotton 
exhibition proper is concerned, Mr. At- 
kingon would have it remain intact— 
devoted to .the staple alone. or, at the 
most, extended to woo! grown from sheep 
' fed on cotton seed; but the auxiliary ex- 
hibitien which has occurred to him as 
desirable weuld include a display of the 
natural resources of the best sections of the 
south, somewhat similar in scope and pur- 
pose to the Kansas and Colorado exhibi- 
tion at the centennial. That display, as 
is well known, turned a great tide of im- 
migration to those states,and Mr. Atkinson 
is ofthe opinion that an exhibition of 
the agricultural and mineral resources of 
the best portions of the south, held in 
eonnection with the cotton exposition in 
Atlanta would accomplish a similar re- 
sult forthe south. Mr. Atkinson paints 
a glowing picture of the possibilities of 
the section of the south through which 
he traveled, but it is not overdrawn. 

It is understood that the Kansas 
and Colorado exhibition at the centen- 
nial wasset up at the expense of the rail- 

roads interested in carrying immigrants 
into those states, and theirenterprise has 
paid them a thousand feld. If the sug- 
gestions of Mr. Atkinson with respect to 
the auxiliary exhibition can be brought 
to the attention of railroads which would 
be the beneficiaries of any movement 
calculated to turn the tide of immigration 
in the direction of the south, we have no 
doubt that they would co-operate with 
each other in making the display of the 
mineral and agricultural resources of this 
Section a notabie success. But Mr. 
Atkinson speaks for himself in another 
column and to his letter we direct the 
attention of our readers. It is worthy of

A Brief Essay on "Bumerists and In- 

ventors. 

For the benefit of various inquisitive 
persons, we will state that the private 
opinions of the editors of Tug Consriru- 
rion with respect to the feasibility of 
cotton-picking machinery, have nothing 
to do with their purpose in laying the de- 
tails of the plays before the public. As 
we understand it, none of these plans are 
perfected and are not likely tobe. Never- 
theless, the fact that inventors are am- 
bitiously and laboriously investigating 
the subject is of sufficient interest to the 
readers of Tur ConstituTion to warrant 
us in keeping them advised as to the pro- 
gress of the investigation. In that direc- 
tion we have already printed the details 
of the scheme in which Mr. Cockrill, 
of Arkansas, is interested, and 
We have also presented, substantially, 
the plan of Major Allen, of Columbus. 
For aught we know, there may be in- 
superable objections to either or both of 
these plans; this must be left for the 
future to determine. At the same time, 
those who are disposed to flout either as 
visionary must doso upon inadequate 
testimony, and those who are disposed to 
criticize one or the other, or both, must 
do so from the standpoint of comparative 
ignorance. There were those who main- 
tained that the Clement attachment was 
a humbug, and yet experience, right bere 
in Georgia, has demonstrated that that 
machine is all and more than Tne Con-

A 
hundred objections suggest themselves 
to any scheme that has yet been suggest- 
ed, but, for our part, we do not care to 
pronounce judgment upon plans that we 
have never seen tested. Weremember 
that two years ago, practical electricians 
and scientific men—including. Professor 
Tyndall, a pupil of the renowned Farrady 
—united in declaring that the electric 
current could not subdivided, and 
they explained why it could not be done. 
(nd yet, Edison has accomplished this 
feat. He has 
not only subdivided the i elec- 
tric current, but has _ placed the 
subdivisions under complete control. He 
has demonstrated that what the stientists 
declared to be an impossibility, is, in 
reality, one of the simplest things in the 
world. We do not argue from this that 
the possibility of gathering and picking 
the cotton crop by machinery is a simple 
matter, for we know nothing about it; 
‘but it is possible that the genius of in- 
vention may demonstrate it to be a very 
simple matter. It is for this reason that 
we do not treat Major Allen’s suggestions 
as the production of a Georgia humorist, 
or Mr. Cockrill’s plans asthedream of an 
enthusiast. Our attitude in this respect, 
however, places no limitations upon our 
readers, and to their consideration we 
cheerfully refer the whole matter.

Georgia, 
- The American, 


Not without reason is Georgia called the empire 
state of the south; and her people might as filly 
be called the most progressive of southerners. 
Standing in the streets of the city of Atlanta—at 
ouce the flower and fruit of progress—one might 
easily imagine himself feeling the heart-throb of 
some great industrial center of the north. True, 
Georgia has yet a long way to go before arriving 
at the height of proeparsty to which she may rea- 
sonably look forward; but she is so far advanced 
already that her thrifty people po longer dwell 
on the past or dawdle over the present; they hve 
in the future, and therein set an example to the 
peopleof every othersouthern state 

The progressive impulses of the state were 
awakened iong bef »re the war between the states 
pegan. Georgia might haveslumbered peaceful- 
ly, only powand then arousing herself to the 
litte exertion necessary for the maintenance of 
life under a genial climate which keeps nature 
steadily at work without exacting much assist- 
ance from man. Even the burden of 
slavery, under which some of her sister 
commonwealths groaved, did not rest heavily 
enough upon this one to impede her progress; 
and in 1860, Georgia was, oy general admission, 
the leading state in thesouth. Slavery, however, 
was weighty enough to turn the scale in favor of 
the secession of the state, against the judgment of 
some of ber ablest sons, and in January, 18,1, 
Georgia joined the southern confederacy, be- 
comisg forthwith one of the strongest pillars of 
the new government. Fora long while her sons 
went freely to the front, ollowed by the most 
liberal contributions of produce and manufac- 
tures for the use of the army; butit was not untii 
the war was half over, that her own soil was 
made to run with blood.

In the 
autumn of 1864 aad the winter of i864 65, there 
was scarcely a square mile of Georgia territor 
that did uot pay ils tribute to the conqueror, an 
there was vo horror of war that the peeple did 
not suffer. Neglected fields, pillaged barns, 
abandoned factories, and cities in ashes, were the 
reward of Georgia's devotion to the confederacy. 

Peace was welcomed by the people. In the au 
tuma of 1865, a couventiun elected by the popular 
vole repealed the ordinance of secession, repudi- 
ated the Confederate debt, and made human ser 
vitude illegal. Then a legislature was elected 
which ratified the fourteenth amendment, and a 
new state geverument was instituted; but con- 
gress was not satisiled with the way in which 
Loese ning were done. Under the reconstruc- 
tion acts, all of the state officers, executive, legis- 
lative, and judicial, were set @,and Georgia 
was united with Alabama and Florida in a mili- 
tary district, with a provisional government.
